On request of the council the solicitor 
submitted a written opinion re the pow- 
ete of the council to compel registry of 
teal estate transfers.

The opinion did mot seem te meet with 
the approval of the council and the 
matter was referred back to the solicitor 
for further consideration. 

The finance committee reported, rec- 
ommenditg payment of accounts to the

hance committee. 

The fire water and light committee re- 
ported on cost of installing a firemen’'s 
fire alarm system, and asked for an addi 
tional grant of $75 for the purpose. The 
committee also recommended that the 
sum of $40 be granted to the Fire Brig- 
ade to assist in paying for wuiforme pur- 
chased by the Brigade at a cost of $190. 
Chairman Kent explained why it had 
become necessary to ask for a further 
grant in vonnection with the alarm sys- 
tem, and after a brief discussion of the 
proposed system the report was adopted. 

The cemetery committee reported, rec. 
ommending a re-survey of the cemetery, 
that the grass ‘be cut, that the roadway 
be opened along the west side of the 
cemetery and extending southward - to 
futersection with Railway street, that 
forty acres be secured from the govern- 


adopted. 

The special committee re market place 
and stock yards weigh scales made a 
verbal report of progress. 

Under the head of inquiries the chair- 
man of the police committee asked for 
the solicitor’s opinion as to the right of 
certain councillors to accept less than 
the prescribed fee for a circus license.

ance until the unbalanced energies are 
restored to equality. The way of 
Heh teas is a crooked way when the 
path is long, because the distribution 
of the electric charges in the clouds 
is irregular. The positive seeks the 
negative and rushes to its embrace 
wherever it finds’ it, 

The eye is not quick enough to un- 
ravel a lightning strike, but photo- 
gra ay can do it to a certain degree, 

photographs prove that the path 
of the discharge is a waving line. No 
discharge occurs until the tension has 
reeched the breaking point—i.e.,- the 
point where the resistance of the air 
ean no longer resttain the force of the 
gathering charge. 

What might be called ,the inner 
structure of a lightning stroke is a 
marvel. _Prof. Henry proved that 
every stroke is an alternating current, 
the oscillations occupying but a few 
millionths of a second, while the dura-

Brave Captains Who ‘Mave Per- 


A STERN RULE OF THE SEA. 


“The Captain of the Vessel Shall Be 
the Last to Leave,” and From Thies 
Mandate No Captain te Exampt 
Heroiem In Face of Certain Death. 


“The captain of the vessel shall be 
the lant to. lenve.” 

This berolc sentiment bas been ex- 
emplified time and again by the brave 
men who go down to the sea tn ships, 
and to thelr everlasting honor there 
is no attempt or desire to shirk the 
fearful duty and responsibility. So it 
war that Captain Sealby of the fll 
fated Republic refused to leave his ship 
til every man, woman, child and mem- 
ber of his crew had been saved. 

“The last to leave!” It is the law, 
universally. asknowledged at. sea by 
officers and men alike as the basis of 
self respect and bonor. From it no 
captain is exempt. 

One of: the bravest of these heroes 
was Chief Officer Paterson of the 
Britieh King. One day some winters 
ago be sailed from New York under 
Captain O'Hagan. Great storms im- 
peded the passage of the ship, and so 
stupendous ‘was the violence of the 
wnver that they stove in the bow 
Pinten, and before the leakage was 
discovered tons.of water rushed into 
the hold. 

Captain O'Hagan told hia men to 
ehift the cargo, but barrels and cases 
were hurtling this way and that, and 
one of them, driving the captain back 
against the wall, crusbed his leg so 
reverely that he bad to be carried to 
the lifeboat. ; i 

For a brief space there was no cap- 
tain. Then Paterson took command. 
At na critical moment bis strong per- 
sonality and calm assurance saved 
the crew from panic. Three boats 
filed with sailors from the British 
King were launched in safety, while 
the new commander stood in silence 
on the bridge. Lower and lower sank 
the ill starred ship, and as she heaved 
and took ber final plunge Paterson 
blew'a farewell blast upon his whistle 
to the fast departing crew. 

Quite different, but no less heroic, was 
the manner in which Oaptain Griffith 
of the Atlantic Transport line steaim- 
ship Mohegan faced death. Though it 


Was scarcely darker than twilight, he . 


had run bis vessel on the rocks near 
the Needles in October,’ 1898, and it 
was rapidly sinking, The last glimpse 
ef Captain Griffith showed him stand. 
ing on the bridge ordering the boats 
to be lowered in order to save his crew. 

Heroic in death, too, was the captain 
of the of! ship Loodlana, which several 
years ago was brrned at sen. Before 
thinking of his own safety he saw ev- 
ery man of his crew clear of the doom- 
ed vessel, and then it was too late. 
Foot by foot he was driven forward 
by the flames till at last be hung over 
the bow. A tramp steamsbip came up, 
but the waters were too rough for the 
lowering of the boats. Finally. the 
flames compelled him to loosen bis 
bold, and while his ship burned fierce- 
ly on he. was dashed into the angry 
sear beneath. % ‘ 

But still more dramatic was the death 
of Captain’ Deloncle of the French 
Mner La Bourgogne, sunk in the sum- 
mer of 1808 As he stood one night 
upon the bridge a tall bark suddenly 
loomed ont of the darkness and, deal- 
ing La Bourgogne a fatal blow, steam- 
ed hurriedly away, The men on board 
went frantic. In a ecrainble for safety 
firemen and crew lost their wits, and 
people ran up and down the deck in 
wild despair, 

Deloncle stood calm amid the tu- 
mult. Suddenly he abandoned himself 
to the dramatic borror of the scene 
and, seizing the whiftle rope, sent into 
the skles one long, wild, walling groan, 
It was Deloncle’s last salute. 

Perhaps the noblest death of all was 
that of Captain Craven of the monitor 
Tecumseh at the attack in August, 
1844, on. Mobile. The ship was fast 
sinking. There was not a moment to 
be lost. At the foot of the Indder lead- 
ing to the manhole above, the turret 
of safety, two men wet, Captain Cra- 
ven and his pilot, There would be 
time for but one to mount. The cap- 
tain knew it; ‘the pllet knew it, But 
there was no hesitation, With a smile 
Captain Craven stepped to one side, 

“After you. pilot,” he said, 

The man sprang vp the ladder, and 
his life was saved, but the brave cap- 
tain was swept under and carried to 
destruction by the cruel sea.—London 
Answers,

Cyclone Near Lioydminater. 
Lioydmineter, Sask., July 21.—Details 


are just to hand of the awful ‘havoc 


wrought by & eyclone which Visited 
Golden Valley; eight miles pouch of 
Lloydminster. What was formerly « 
prosperous valley filled with the home- 
steads of prosperous settlers with well- 
built houses and extensive improvements 
is today a picture of desdlation and rain 
which beggars description. The ‘storm 
struck Lloydminster in the evening and 
for au hour the lightning never ceased, 
while the thunder rolled and the rain 
came déwo in torrents, simply flooding 
the town and locality. 

It had been heavy and sultry all day, 
but about 5 p. m. derk clouds .began. to 
gather in the southwest and severe light- 
ning flashes and heavy peals of thunder 
e.mmenced ,about 7 o'clock, These 
gradually increased in violence until the 
climax was reached about nine when for 
an hour the lightning and thunder were 
incessant, and a deluge of rain poured 
down mixed with hail. 

The storm seemed to come from the 
west and visited Vermilion and other 
points in Alberta, and could be seen from 
there bearing down on Lloydminster. 
Whilst not a breath of wind was felt in 
town, the force with which the cyclone 
struck the valley was terrific. Today 
the effects of it may be seen for miles 
and in the Lloydminster hospital four 
people are suffering from minor injuries 
incurred, the most serious being a broken 
leg caused by its owner being, tossed 
about ip a housé, which turned complete 
summersaults four or five times. 

In Golden Valley, heavy wagons and 
farm machinery diay be seen twisted and 
broken in fantastic shapes. A teavy 
iron cultivator was lifted bodily and car- 
ried 200 yards into an oat field. Pige 
were lifted bodily out of the corrals, the 
latter being left intact. In the lake may 
be.seen abovg the water the tips of the 
shafts of a buggy, whilst houses are to 
be geen in any number turned upside 
Sowa, Such heavy articles as binders, 
stoves and discs are scattered all over 
the prairie. Mr. MacKenzie, a farmer, 
had bie house Llown to pieces, all that 
rem sing of it today being the lumber of 
which it wage built, scattered over ap 
area of half a mile, } 

That the cycloné was something in 
the shape'of a whirlwind is shown by 
the fact that the barn of one séttler met 
the house of another end-on in mid-air, 
and today splinters is all that remains of 
either, Carl Rosa, a son of the famous 
English operatic singer of that name, and 
who is farming in the locality, had the 
roof of his barn torn conipletely off, and 
lost all trace of it, whilst a disc and har- 
row were tossed about like corks. 

One man built a new house a few days 
before, but bas now lost all trace of it ag 
it disappeared completely. A farmer 
proceeding home was overtaken by the 
storm, and whilst the wind noticeably 
accelerated the speed of bis team, it was 
only by hanging on to a friendly tree 
that he escaped. The storm was accom- 
panied by heavy rain and some hail, vut 
no damage was done to the crops. 

Considerable damage has been done 
southwest of town, The Kev. J, Mathe- 
son, of Onion Lake, considers the storm 
the worst be has ever seen, and he has 
bad 50 years’ experionce in the North 
West. ° 

The Hon, W, C, Cushing, Mr. A. Bram- 
ley Moore, M.L,A., Mr. J. F. McNamara, 
Mr. Murray Miller and Mr, R, W. Miller 
proceeded to the district most affected 
on Monday last to ascertain the extent 
of the damage and it ia hoped that the 
government will do something for the 
few that suffered the violence af the 
storm. 

The farmers ere ‘rebuilding, and in a 
short space of time it ie likely that all 
traces of the cyclone will have dis- 
appeared. ;
